the Philistines, and the first; thing 
he. did was to go and fallin love 
with “a Philistine “ woman ‘and, 
against evarybody’s ‘advice, insist- 
ed on marrying Her. After several 
other amorous adventures he was 
eventually made a perfect fool of by{* 
a Philistine woman, called Delilah, 
who betrayed .him- to the Philis-| 
tines... The Philistines took 
him, and put out his : eyes, 
and «bound him in. prison) 
One day on 2 publia holiday when 
the hearts of the Philitines were 
merry. they called for.. Samson’ to 
make sport of him. The blind giant. 
was brought in, and’ stood with his , 
great arms and shoulders leaning: 
against the’ pillars ‘of .the house; 
‘listening to their. jibes; and feeling 


the sting of their blows, and Sam- | 


son prayed,’ “Remember me I pray 
thee, and» strengthen me J pray- 
thee, only this once, O God, that 
I may be avenged of the Philistines 
for my two eyes.”., ‘And the spirit 
of the Lord came upon ‘him,’ and 
he bowed himself with all his 
might, and the pillars‘ break, and 
the lords of the Philistines and all 
the people in that house came ‘down

The moral of the story of Same 
son‘ is obvious. 
was. a complete failure, He did 
several brilliant pieces of work’ dur- 
ing his lifetime‘and there was some- 
thing rathér glorious, about his 
‘death, .
